IN A TWO-PART ARTICLE, 
published this week, Pettis. Perry,, 
chairman of the Communist Party; 
Negro Commission; sharply de- 
nounced the rightwing leaders. of 
the AFL and the CIO for betray- 
ing the fight for Negro rights. 
Perry called attention to*the 34 
international unions—19 of them 
AFL affiliates—which still exclude. 
Negro workers and the refusal of 
the old line leaders*to take posi- 
tive action against jimcrow in| Petv 
their unions and in industry.
